Patriotic Painting 
Marion Artist Shines Light on Liberty 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

If God is in the details, then there's surely some- 
thing divine about Alexander Byron's meticulous works 
of art. 

The self -described "amateur" Marion painter's 
latest labor of love is a companion piece to his nationally- 
recognized "We Must Never Forget," an inspired and 
inspirational portrait of the three firefighters reposting 
Old Glory at Ground Zero after the September 11 World 
Trade Center attacks. His new canvas, aptly titled "The 
Eternal Price of Freedom," is probably best described as a 
painted quilt piecing together key historic moments in the 
battle for freedom behind a prominent, unfurled Ameri- 
can flag. 

Mr. Byron selected each snapshot from history as 
a moment that exemplifies the price of freedom — paid 
for in sacrifices of human life and spirit. From actual 
battles during wartime to a racially-charged depiction of 
police officers setting dogs loose on an African- American 
man during the civil rights struggle of the 1960s, the 
painting is a pastiche of patriotic symbolism. 

"There's so many people who forget about 9/11," 
Mr. Byron said of his reasons for doing the follow-up 
painting. "We all tend to forget. It's a nice day, you're out 
riding in your convertible, or whatever, and you're not 
thinking about Iraq. They don't relate to this stuff. They 
don't realize the price that other people have paid (for 
freedom). If you take a quick look at (the painting), you 
see what it cost." 

Mr Byron said he immediately began to work on

the ersatz sequel right after finishing "We Must Never 
Forget." That renowned painting is now on display at the 
State House in Boston after first being installed as part of 
an emotional billboard on Cranberry Highway at the 
entrance to Cape Cod and also making the rounds on both 
the local and national circuit, including an appearance on 
"Good Morning, America." 

"I finished ('We Must Never Forget') in Novem- 
ber of 2001," Mr. Byron said. "I've been working on ('The 
Eternal Price of Freedom') ever since. It's still not finished 
... I keep working on it." 

As with great fiction, which often boasts layers of 
meaning, Mr. Byron's work is literally made up of layers 
upon layers of oil-based paint which he will continue to 
refine and repaint until its completion. 

"Some of those areas have as many as 35 layers of 
paint," he said. "I paint dark-light, dark-light, and go over 
it again. That's how you get movement (and depth)." 

A casual observer might not appreciate why it 
took over two years for Mr. Byron's latest "work-in- 
progress," which he admitted won't be finished until at 
least October or November of this year But upon closer 
inspection — wherein you get to within inches of the 
canvas — it's easy to imderstand how painstakingly 
detailed the painting is. 

"If you look closely, you'll see a lot of detail 
there," Mr. Byron said proudly, pointing to a depiction of 
the Battle of the Bulge during World War II with tiny

tanks emblazoned with tell-tale Nazi emblems and a 
uniformed Nazi officer ordering his troops from atop a 
rock. "I even checked the number of the tanks." 

Mr. Byron spent the better part of many months 
doing exhaustive research into such details at the Eliza- 
beth Taber Library in Marion and he freely credits Library 
Director Judith Kleven, Children's Librarian Marsha 
Rehkamp, and Head of Circulation Helen Blake for ably 
assisting him in this daunting task. It was through this 
collaboration that he was able to accurately portray key 
battles and civil rights struggles over time from the Battle 
of Concord to the War in Iraq — all in one sweeping 
painting. 

"I'm grateful to the (staff) for all their help," the 
self-taught artist said. "They would sometimes argue, 
'Why do you have that dog biting that poor black man?' I 
said, 'Because that's the way it was.' They probably were 
sick of me asking to (research details) after a while. I kept 
saying, 'That's not what I want.' But they were just great." 

As a result of their important contributions to this 
latest work, Mr. Byron felt it appropriate to dedicate the 
painting to not only the staff of the Marion library, but to 
all free public libraries in the coimtry. "People don't 
realize that about libraries," he said. "If you have no 
money, you can still get the best education just by reading. 
If you really want to do it, you can learn. That's the key." 

Indeed, it would seem there's little that Mr. Byron 
finds daunting. A former arctic explorer, athlete, business-

man, restauranteur, politician, economist, U.S. Marine, 
and veteran of the Korean War, Mr. Byron first began 
painting in 1986. Some of his work is now on display 
aboard the USS Constitution ("USS Constitution Prepares 
to Engage") and in the gallery of the U.S. Merchant 
Marine Academy Museum in New York ("Tribute to an 
American Triumph"). Among his other "works-in- 
progress" are a depiction of Newport, RI in the 1860s and 
a tribute to Cape Verdean cranberry pickers from the area.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

June 28, 2004

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, June 28 at 6:30 
pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were Select- 
man Bradford Morse, Town Administrator James 
Huntoon, and Administrative Assistant Veronica 
Lafreniere. Selectman Richard Nunes was not present for 
the meeting. 

The board first went into Executive Session to 
discuss police contract issues. 

Upon returning to Open Session at 7:11 pm, the 
board met with Animal Control Officers (ACOs) Alex 
Wheeler and Anne Estabrook to discuss some issues 
recently raised regarding Animal Control calls. At last 
week's meeting, the Selectmen noted they had received 
complaints from residents regarding a recent incident 
over a request for Animal Control. 

"We've had a few comments and concerns about 
the extent of record-keeping (and) the availability of 
(animal control) records," Chairman Laboa said. "In all 
honesty, I didn't know there were written policies and 
procedures in place for Animal Control. I had a call from a 
resident telling me about a dog that had been hit by a car 
and the (animal) was lying in the street and no one came 
for a while." 

Mr. Wheeler said there was some confusion over 
whether he was on duty that day or not, and the dis- 
patcher at the Communications Center erroneously tried 
to reach him when ACO Estabrook was actually on duty 
at that time. This, he said, is one of the pitfalls of having a 
"call department."

"This is the service you want," Mr. Wheeler said. 
"If you want a full-time Animal Control Officer, the town 
is going to have to pay for it and it's going to cost a huge 
amoimt of money. If this is the department the town 
wants, I think it's done very efficiently for the amount of 
money." 

In this particular case, Mr Wheeler noted they 
would have taken the injured animal to the vet but they 
couldn't have done anything other than "provide care and 
comfort" without getting in touch with the proper own- 
ers. "This dog probably would have died anyways," he 
said. 

Getting back to his original inquiry. Chairman 
Laboa asked Mr Wheeler if he keeps a log of all ACO 
calls. "If we start getting complaints that result in litiga- 
tion, how would we go back and cover (that)?" Chairman 
Laboa asked. "Where are the records kept?" 

Mr Wheeler said he keeps all Animal Control 
records and logs at his home. 

"Do you think it would be wise to keep records in 
a central location ... say, the police station, for instance?" 
Chairman Laboa suggested. "I think it would make sense 
so you have access to them. Even if (they were kept) in a 
locked cabinet that you guys have access to. If something 
happens to you tomorrow, the town needs access to those 
records." 

Chairman Laboa also asked Mr. Wheeler if there 
is a direct phone line to reach him other than via pager or

cell phone. Mr. Wheeler said the dispatchers at the 
Communications Department generally either call or page 
him, depending on the nature of the call. There is also a 
voice mail line through the Town Hall phone system. 

"I made it mandatory that for every Animal 
Control call, (there is a log entry) created," said Chief 
Dispatcher Tracy Eldridge. "It's very rare that we put a 
call in to their voice mail." 

As for the matter of scheduling. Chairman Laboa 
suggested it might behoove Mr. Wheeler to have a set 
schedule of who is "on duty" during specific days and 
times so the dispatchers at the Communications Depart- 
ment know exactly who to call when. Currently, Mr. 
Wheeler is assumed to be the primary go-to person unless 
he informs the Communications Department otherwise, 
which seems to create confusion at times, as in the recent 
incident. 

"This department has just evolved (and) what 
we're trying to do is get it better organized," Selectman 
Morse added. 

"I get calls (from the station) and I didn't know

Excessive Thirst 

My dog is a 10 year old mutt. He has been drinking a 
lot more water for the past 6 months. At first I 
thought is was because the house was dry in the 
winter but now I'm not so sure. Is this a problem? 

A change in the water consumption habits of 
either a dog or cat can be an important sign of 
illness. There are about 15 different disorders 
such as diabetes, kidney disease, and some 
hormonal problems that may be present 
themselves initially as increased thirst or 
excessive urination. It is very important to 
discuss a change in your pet's water 
consumption with your veterinarian as a delay in 
diagnosis may result in more severe illness.

that (Mr. Wheeler) wasn't around," agreed ACO Anne 
Estabrook. "A lot of time I don't even know I'm on (duty) 
until the station calls me." 

"It seems you would get more people interested if 
you had an on/ off schedule," Chairman Laboa said. 
"Being 'on call' doesn't mean you should have to stand 
by, waiting by the phone." 

"My biggest concern is the availability in getting 
in touch with somebody," Ms. Eldridge said. "I think it 
would be good to have a set schedule of who's on and 
who's off." 

"One of the things we've never done ... is allocate 
administrative time for the Animal Control department," 
said Town Clerk and former Selectman Naida Parker. 
"The more you structure, the more you need to ... budget 
for a set ten hours a month, or something. If all the money 
is being eaten up on calls, it doesn't allow for (administra- 
tive time)." 

"The other thing I think needs to be addressed is 
what guidelines the ACOs respond to ... (so I can) give to 
the dispatchers," Ms. Eldridge suggested. "We need to 
know if we call them for loose dogs, or if someone has a 
bat in their house." 

"I've been talking to other ACOs to find out what 
they're doing," Mr Wheeler said. "It's not like I haven't 
been doing anything." 

"Nobody said you weren't," Chairman Laboa 
said. "Don't take this as a personal attack. It's just that we 
are in a litigious society and someone is going to sue the 
town at some point. Before that happens, we need to have 
(procedures) in place." 

To that end. Chairman Laboa suggested that 
Selectman Morse, as a former ACO himself, work with 
Mr Wheeler to establish policies and procedures which 
include a standard schedule for each ACO on duty. 

On a related note, Mr. Wheeler also brought up a

request to seek the opinion of Town Counsel relative to 
mutual aid animal control calls between neighboring 
towns, which is done with police departments. "I just 
figured we could work out a mutual aid agreement (with 
other towns)," Mr Wheeler said. 

Chairman Laboa said he'd like something in 
writing from other towns expressing interest in entering 
into a mutual aid agreement before they got Town Coun- 
sel involved. 

At 7:35 pm the board met with Chief Dispatcher 
Tracy Eldridge who recently applied for a grant through 
the Executive Office of Public Safety to fund two Auto- 
mated External Defibrillators (AEDs) — one to be perma- 
nently located in Town Hall and the other in Memorial 
School. 

"I initially filled out the grant with the Town Hall 
in mind," Ms. Eldridge said. "It was brought to my 
attention that the Rochester Memorial School did not have 
an AED and with the amount of people that are at the 
school at a given time, including Town Meetings, I placed 
a call ... and requested a second defibrillator." 

Although Ms. Eldridge said she was under the 
impression the grant award would only cover one AED, 
she did receive the two requested. In addition, Ms. 
Eldridge said she needed some additional items to 
properly mount the two AEDs, along with pediatric pads. 
Morse Insurance Company of Marion and an anonymous 
cranberry grower from Rochester both contributed $350 to 
purchase these additional items. The board thanked Ms. 
Eldridge for securing this grant and also voted to send a 
letter of thanks to Morse Insurance Company for their 
generosity. 

At 7:40 pm the board met with Town Accountant 
Claudette Coutu regarding the recent request to increase 
her weekly work hours from 37.5 to 40 hours.

Meeting, the board needed to sign off on the Personnel 
Action Form (PAF) and also needed to clarify if the Town 
Accountant's position was classified as exempt under the 
Personnel By-Laws, which limit full-time positions to a 
maximum of 37.5 hours per week. 

Ms. Coutu said that her position was classified as 
'exempt' and falls under the 'other town employees' 
heading in the town's Classification Plan.

To the Editor: 

The cost of the proposed bike path in Mattapoisett is 
not growing, it's mushrooming like an atomic bomb. And its 
blast will be felt for years to come unless wiser heads prevail. 

At a recent meeting of the Mattapoisett Bike Path Study 
Committee, it was disclosed by Highway Surveyor Wes Bow- 
man that the path will require $20,000 to $25,000 maintenance 
per year. Add onto that the extra worker Mr. Bowman says he 
will require and the amount goes up. Both the worker and the 
maintenance are permanent fixtures in the budget and will grow 
in scale as the years go by. 

Mr. Bowman contends that a new blacktopping will be 
needed on certain sections following a big ocean storm. Predic- 
tions, from the National Hurricane Center, indicate that a big 
one is due to hit this year. He could not provide an approximate 
on how much blacktopping would cost until and if a storm hits. 
In addition, Mr. Bowman said there will be hours spent sweep- 
ing sand off the bike path. Then, there will always be the 
opportunist lawyer looking to sue the town after someone skids 
and falls on sand found on the path. How do the town's 
insurance policies cover this? Are all residents expected to share 
the brunt of any accident or supposed accident? And at what 
cost? Not a bad question when considering the error-laden 
handling of Fire Department Lieutenant Paul Lopes' case and 
the consequent heavy settlement against the town. 

Estimates for the grass trimmer, to be used solely for 
the path, range at about $40,000 as released at a prior committee 
meeting. A machine at that price for only one purpose? Please! 

The Town of Fairhaven's maintenance costs come of 
$7,971.88 per mile for the year and this includes sweeping once a 
week from March to December. Fairhaven's (bike) path does not 
come close to the ocean so that eliminates the sand issue. Grass 
cutting in Fairhaven is done for 35 weeks at 16 hours every two 
weeks for a total of 280 hours. 

Other issues facing Mattapoisett are: the width of the

This 
position continued imtil 1972 when the Commonwealth 
law reversed itself and directed the position be separated 
making it necessary to hire a Selectman's Clerk, Town 
Accountant, and Executive Secretary.

r^^7 Fahrenheit 9/11. Starring Michael Moore and George 
'l i\ I W. Bush. Directed by Michael Moore. Running time: 
■-—1^ 115 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

In one of the more talked-about sequences in Michael Moore's 
barnstorming Fahrenheit 9/11, President George W. Bush sits in a Florida 
classroom and reads along with second-graders. The book? My Pet Goat 
— fitting, since Bush, in this film, is Michael Moore's pet goat, in the 
sense of the word meaning "a target of ridicule." Bush sits there 
vacuously as the students read aloud; a timer on the screen tells us that 
he sat there for seven minutes, his expression blank and his manner 
imtroubled, after hearing that the second World Trade Center tower 
had been hit and that America was under attack. Nothing Moore can say 
is more quietly damning than this footage. 

Of course, those predisposed to agree with Moore's thesis — that 
the presidency was stolen by a man up to his eyebrows in obligations to 
oil mterests and Saudi Arabia — will likely have seen this footage 
(widely available online) and much else in Vahrenheit 9/11. Moore is 
angling, 1 think, for the folks who don't trust Bush but don't really know 
why — who aren't avid readers of political blogs, which have sup- 
planted the mainstream news media as outlets of information that often 
challenges the government's official story. He's also reaching out to the 
non-readers who may not have encountered this stuff in the many anti- 
Bush volumes to hit stores in recent months, including Moore's own. 

I am not Moore's ideal audience, since I agree with the gist of what 
he's saying and I've heard most of this material before. Ray Bradbury 
has made a fuss over Moore's hijacking the title of Bradbury s Fahrenheit 
451, but Moore is more indebted to the writings of Noam Chomsky, 
Gore Vidal, Craig Unger, Ted Rail, and countless others who have made 
a similar case. Moore's advantage here, aside from the free pubUcity the 
controversy over his film has generated, is that he's working in a visual 
medium — and when he acts as a counterprogrammer to the sanitized 
official narrative of the war in Iraq, Fahrenheit 9/11 cuts deepest. 

Consider the story of Lila Lipscomb, an employment-office worker 
in Moore's hometown of Flint, Michigan. Once agam, Moore goes home 
and finds a goldmine: Lila, an average American in terms of her 
ideology (she resents war protesters because two of her kids are in the 
service), is not so different from the audience members Moore hopes to 
sway. Lila defends military service as a great opportunity for young 
people to better themselves. But then the narrative deepens: Lila's son 
serving in Iraq, Sgt. Michael Pedersen, is killed when his Black Hawk 




chopper goes down. Grief turns this average woman into an activist 
filled with extraordinary rage, and her furious blast at a woman who 
accuses her of staging her mourning for the cameras is breathtaking. 

Perhaps Moore should have stuck to The Lila Lipscomb Story. But his 
goal is broader and sometimes foggy. Much of the movie's first hour 
deals with the ties between the Bush family and the Saudis — and, by 
extension, the Bin Laden family — and it may lose a part of the audience; 
the material is hard to sex up. By the second half, as Moore's embedded 
camera crews catch the carnage and casual cruelty on both sides of the 
Iraq conflict, it's an invaluable show-and-tell for those whose only 
exposure to this war has been from news networks heavily influenced 
by an administration that has refused to show us the coffins coming 
home. 

Fahrenheit 9/11 isn't quite the bullseye Moore's supporters are 
hoping for and Bush's supporters are dreading. As a hype-soaked 
cultural moment, though, it s of obvious importance; it is to the Left 
what The Phantom Menace was to Star Wars fans, and to the Right what 
The Last Temptation of Christ wils to fundamentalist Christians. This hotly 
debated and politically charged document in a movie era otherwise 
known for White Chicks and Van Helsing — and the phenomenal success 
it will no doubt enjoy on its first weekend — speaks volumes about the 
country's current agitated mood of discontent, intensified by ongoing 
tales of torture and corruption so blatant that even the mainstream 
media can't put a happy spin on it. Moore has his own spin, and his 
movie sometimes gets dizzy from it, but there's no doubt it will move 
audiences. 

I don't think Fahrenheit 9/11 is Moore's best work; I prefer his 
messy, searching Bowling for Columbine, which got more humble as it 
went along, as Moore realized the problem went deeper than guns. In 
Fahrenheit 9/11, Moore knows exactly what the problem is; he isn't a 
questioner this time, he's a lecturer. Sit down, class, and let Professor 
Moore tell you what's what. As a Moore supporter and Bush detractor, 
I was grateful to have my prejudices stroked in this way. But I wished, 
for art's sake, for a work less sure of its foregone conclusion.

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Maritime Mystery

On December 4, 1872, a 100-foot brigantine was dis- 
covered drifting off Portugal's Azores islands without a 
soul on board — no sign of struggle, not a shred of dam- 
age — and no sign of Captain Benjamin Briggs of Marion, 
his wife and daughter who had been traveling with him, 
or his crew. 

This enduring maritime mystery which has long been 
fodder for amateur sleuths and the inspiration for every- 
thing from an early short story by none other than Sherlock 
Holmes creator Sir Arthur Conan Doyle to a little-known 
movie starring Bela "Dracula" Lugosi (The Phantom Ship), 
is now the subject of a fascinating and meticulously re- 
searched volume by award-winning journalist Brian Hicks 
titled Ghost Ship: The Mysterious True Story of the Mary 
Celeste and Her Missing Crew (Ballantine Books, $24.95). 

Admittedly, my limited knowledge of the infamous 
"ghost ship" had been based solely on cursory readings 
and some of the exhibits housed at the Sippican Historical 
Society in Marion, which provided able assistance to Mr. 
Hicks in this endeavor. But I found myself immediately 
immersed and wholly engrossed in Hicks' breezy, engag- 
ing prose which reads more like fiction — though I don't 
doubt his fact-finding. 

As a self-professed "armchair detective" and avid fan 
of true crime cases like Jack the Ripper and Lizzie Borden 
(the latter of which I've read virtually everything in print), 
I can now blame Mr. Hicks for potentially stirring yet an- 
other curiosity to line my bookshelves. Like the nagging 
questions and suggested theories which have spawned 
book-after-book on both the Borden and Ripper cases, the 
Mary Celeste case boasts the same enticing clues and head- 
scratching puzzles to keep readers guessing — it is the 
seafaring equivalent of a near-perfect "whodunnit." 

To that end. Hicks has wisely opted to tell the tale chro- 
nologically, first detailing the history of the oft-considered 
"cursed" ship which began as the Amazon and later be- 
came known as the notorious Mary Celeste. But he also 
delves into the key players involved, including Benjamin 
Briggs of Marion, the well-respected but ill-fated captain 
whose family seemed to be more cursed than the ship hav- 
ing lost six of seven siblings to the sea. Then there are the 
crew members of the Dei Gratia, the other brigantine which 
discovered the abandoned and crewless Mary Celeste off 
the coast of Portugal and attempted to seek compensation 
for its salvage. Their motives are called into question by 
Frederick Solly Flood, the gregarious local attorney gen- 
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eral and queen's proc- 
tor who sought to im- 
plicate the Dei Gratia 
crew in some foul play 
— and, apparently, 
make a name for him- 
self in the process. It 
was much of Flood's 
leading and implied 
questioning — and the 
resulting and some- 
times erroneous news- 
paper coverage of the 
hearing — that has 
served to taint and dis- 
tort the facts in the case over the years, according to Hicks. 

The author does go through each of the four widely- 
accepted theories — along with an entire chapter dedicated 
to outright hoaxes perpetrated over the years — as to the 
final fate of Captain Briggs, his family and crew, offering 
his own insight based on exhaustive research into recorded 
testimony which had long been lost. He also dedicates a 
chapter to Arthur Conan Doyle's crafty "J. Habakuk 
Jephson's Statement," which only blurred the line between 
fact and fiction even more regarding the Mary Celeste. 

Whether the ultimate solution — which I won't reveal 
here — can be considered the final word on the matter is 
up to individual readers and what knowledge and back- 
ground they bring with them. I'm always a little wary of 
books which purport to be the "truth" or "final chapter" 
on anything — as in Arnold R. Brown's Lizzie Borden: The 
Legend, the Truth, the Final Chapter, which offered the single 
most outrageous and silly theory on that particular sub- 
ject. But it was an entertaining read ... and stylistically it 
shares a great deal with Ghost Ship in that regard. 

Hicks' solution is both plausible and possible and, to 
my mind, very likely. And it certainly makes more sense 
than wild theories about the Bermuda Triangle or alien 
abduction — both of which have been suggested. Whether 
you agree with it or not, you'll thoroughly enjoy traveling 
aboard Ghost Ship in the capable hands of Captain Hicks.

Once 
this statutory duty is fulfilled, (1) general by- 
laws and amendments take effect on the date 
that these posting and publishing require- 
ments are satisfied imless a later effective date 
is presecribed in the by-law, and (2) zoning 
by-laws and amendments are deemed to have 
taken effect from the date they were voted by 
Town Meeting, unless a later effective date is 
prescribed in the by-law.

ARTICLE 4: GENERAL BY-LAW 
AMENDMENT-CAPITAL PLANNING 
Voted that the town amend the General By- 
Laws of the town by deleting Article 2.3 in its 
entirety and replacing it with the following. 

2.3 There shall be established a 
Capital Improvement Program for land 
purchases, construction and renovation of 
buildings, major equipment and machinery 
purchases, road and drainage construction, 
and the construction and reconstruction of 
special facilities such as local school projects, 
sewer and water mains, and water treatment 
and sewage disposal facilities. 

The Selectmen, Moderator and 
Chairman of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee shall appoint a Capital Planning 
Committee consisting of seven voting 
members to assist and advise the Town 
Administrator in preparing a five-year Capital 
Improvement Plan. Members shall serve 
terms of three years. Initially two members 
shall serve for one year, two for two years, 
and three for three years and may be 
reappointed. The committee shall be 
comprised as follows: 

1. Three citizens at large; 

2. A person who is a member of the 
Mattapoisett local School Committee; 

3. A person who represents the business, 
financial, or banking community; 
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4. A person with experience in the manage- 
ment of construction activities; 

5. A person knowledgeable about the Town's 
needs in the areas of open space and 
recreation facilities or activities; 

6. The Finance Director/Town Accountant 
and Treasurer/Collector shall serve as ex- 
officio non-voting members; 

7. Town Administrator shall serve as an ex- 
officio non-voting member. 

And charge the Committee with: 

a. The committee shall study proposed 
capital projects, improvements, and equip- 
ment purchases that have a useful life of at 
least five years and cost over $10,000; 

b. Work with town departments and officers 
to compile an inventory of the town's 
facilities, equipment, machinery, and other 
capital assets; 

c. By November 15th of each years, each 
department, board, committee and commis- 
sion shall provide the Committee information 
concerning all anticipated capital outlays 
requiring Town Meeting appropriation for the 
ensuing five-year period; 

d. The Committee shall consider the relative 
need, impact, timing and cost of these 
expenditures and the effect each will have on 
the financial position of the Town of 
Mattapoisett; 

e. the Committee shall prepare an annual 
report recommending a Capital Improvement 
Budget for the next fiscal year and a Capital 
Improvement Program Plan, including capital 
improvements for the next five years. The 
report shall be submitted to the Board of 
Selectmen on or before January 15th of each 
year for consideration and approval; 

f . After presentation of the plan by the 
Selectmen at a public hearing, the Committee 
shall present the Capital Improvement Plan to 
the annual Town Meeting for its advisory vote 
of approval of fiscal year expenditures; 

g. The Committee shall monitor the execution 
of projects authorized; 

h. The Committee shall explain and defend to 
all town meetings dealing with capital 
expenditures any deviations from the capital 
plan.
